lose the evolution debate

Last January people were arrested 
the McCormack Federal Building 
Boston while sitting protest draft 
registration. Although even the prosecu- 
tion agreed that the protest was peaceful, 


each person was given the maximum 
possible sentence: days jail and 
$50 fine. 

This sentence heavy one for this 
type offense, and frightening 
because the magistrate actually tripled the 
recommendation the prosecution, 
which asked for only days. This es- 
pecially unusual because most the peo- 
ple were first-time offenders. 

Had these people been convicted the

maximum sentence. The fact that they 
did means that they are being punished 
for their beliefs.

Well, rock lost part its will this year. 
was thrown back onto itself. What's 
most apparent about the critics’ Top 
lists that will appear next issue 
how little they overlap; after Elvis 
Costello’s Trust and X’s Wild Gift, 
everyone goes his her own way. Now, 
your civics teacher would probably tell 
you that this reflects diversity (and what 
wonderful thing is).

All true and not especially 
helpful, because they miss the year’s 
essential story: that listening and 
making rock ‘n’ roll was private act 
once again.
